lollowlng story, given out 


from Union Headquarters In this city 
Wednesday, gives the viewpoint ot 
wo Chicugo strike breakers, wjio 
came to Port 
lOdwards to work, 


Whether or not Permen stuck slrict- 
.y to the truth or not Is not known, 
However, the following is his account 
of his experiences at Port Edwards: 


"Whon we were hired to come up 


lore wo were told that the trouble 
was all over at Port Edwards," John 
Pennon, 170 West Van Bnren street, 
Chicago, said at Union hea.dquarl.ers 
n Orand Rapids Wednesday, "bul 
llial about two-thirds of the men who 
had boon working at the plant boforo 
the strike bad loft town and wo were 
to 
fill tho positions left vacant by 


thorn. Wo wore to be paid $4 per day 
and furnished with board and lodg- 
ng, Tho people hiring us told us of 
the great fltoh(lng and hunting lip 
around Grand Rapids how Ihe com- 
pany furnished launches and boats 
lo Dsh and rido on the river ,and told 
us that wo wouldn't have to work 
hard," 


"When wo arrived hero wo were 


surprised and myslillod al being cul- 
,ed "scabs" by Ihe crowds which as 
sembled oir Ihe outside of Iho fence, 
we did not understand why they had 
guards around the mills and saw that 
some things had boon misrepresent 
od 
to us. 
Upon questioning Ihu 


guards wo were informed that we 
were there and there lo stay, 


"It's no use trying to get out ot 


lioro one of the guards lold us," Mr. 
Iformen said, "ws the pickets are 
lined up In tho woods and along the 
rail road tracks all over this vicinity 
armed with shot guns ready to shoot 
any strike breakers and take theli 
money ^away from thorn.

gunman, we wore Informed, had re- 
cently killed three men at a stroke 
In Chicago and that the rest were 
men with a record, 


According lo the story Permon toll 


tho guards wore instructed to boal up 
any mon who kicked on the food at 
tho boarding house. They ware made

ACCUSE GUNMEN OF 


BULLYING WORKMEN 


The 
following 
story, 
given 
out 


from L'nion Headquarters in this city 
Wednesday, gives the viewpoint of 
wo Chicago strike breakers, w.ho 
jarue to Port Edwards to 
work. 


»Vhether or not Fermen stuck strict- 
y to the truth or not is not known, 
however, the following is his account 
if his experiences at Port Edwards: 


"When we were hired to come up 


lere we were told that the trouble 
/as all' over at Port Edwards," John 
Fermen, 170 West Van Buren street, 
Chicago, said at Union headquarters 
n Grand Rapids Wednesday, 
"but 


.hat about two-thirds of the men who 
had been working at the plant before 
he strike had-left town and we were 
to (ill the positions left vacant by 
hem. We were to be paid $4 per day 
and furnished with board and lodg- 
ng. The people hiring us told us of 
the great fishing and hunting yip 
around Grand Rapids how the com- 
pany furnished launches and boats 
,o fish and ride on the ri'ver ,and told 
us that we wouldn't have to work 
hard." 
"When we arrived here we were 


surprised and mystified at being cal- 
ed "scabs" by the crowds which as- 
sembled on- the outside -of the fence,- 
we did not understand why they had 
_uards around the mills and saw that 
some things had been misrepresent- 
ed to us. 
Upon questioning 
the 


;uards we were informed that we 
were there and there to stay. 


"It's no use trying to get out ot 


here one of the guards told us," Mr. 
Fermen ' said, "as the pickets are 
ined up in the woods and along the 
rail road tracks all over this vicinity 
armed with shot guns ready to shoot 
any strike breakers and take their 
money ^away from them. 
The chief 


gunman, we were informed, had re- 
cently killed three men at a stroke 


Chicago and that the rest were 


men with a record. 


According to the story Fermen told 


the guards were instructed to beat up 
any men who kicked on the food at 
the boarding house. They were made 
to sit on the porch at night when 
.hey wanted to go to bed, he stated, 
m order that the strikers would know 
that there were plenty of men work- 
ing at the mill. 
Promise that they 


would be taken to safety after the 
former employees returned to work 
was made to them Mr. Fermen said, 
who stated that the employers had 
agreed to take them from the "stock- 
ade" in'private cars. 


"They started to majce paper at 


the mill in Port Edwards in Monday,'- 
Fermen stated, "and 
smashed one 


machine all up. 
They started num- 


ber two machine then and made some 
paper. 


"I don't kfiow anything about pa- 


per making," he said, "but they were 
taking all the paper.they made from 
the machines and carrying it back 
to those machines they call the beat- 
ers. 
They made three rolls' Monday 


and while I don't know anything 
about paper I know that it was no 
good. The paper was piled up to the 
ceiling between those big rolls, Fer- 
men said, and they kept those carts 
going carrying the paper away." 


Fermen stated that thirty-two gun- 


men had left the mills Wednesday 
and that many of the men employed 
there would not stay but they were 
afraid to leave the mill for fear the 
pickets would shoot them. 


Fermen and his companion 
left 


on 
Wednesday 
for 
Chicago, their 


homes, rather disgruntled over their 
trip to the northern fishing country. 
Whether the men employed down 
there are led to believe that the pic- 
kets will shoot them or not is not 
known, however, '.Fermen and ..his 
companion claim their story is not 
exaggerated.

Conditions Not "Natural." 


; Those are facia and forces with which 
w have become only too familiar; hut 
we are not Ju.».tlMcd because of our famil- 
iarity with them or because of any hasty 
and 
nhallow conclusion that 
they are 
"natural" and Inevitable. In Hitting inac- 
tively by anil letting thorn work their fa- 
tal results If there la anythl:iR that we 
can do to check, correct or reverse them. 


I have soUKht this opportunity to in- 


form the consresM what tin; executive la 
dolmc hy way of remedy and control, anil 
to suKKOst where effective legal remedies 
ure° larking an 1.1 '""•>• be suppllixl. 
\Ve must. I think, frankly admit that 


there Is no compl.-ie immediate remedy 
to be had from legislation and executive 
action. The free processes of supply and 
demand will not operau- of themselves, 
and no logMullvo or executive action can 
force them Into full and natural operation 
until there Is peace. 
-There Is now neither peacs nor war. 


All the world It waiting—with what un- 
•jie-vinK fears and tiuunUiig doubts who 
can adequately snyV-waltliig to know 
when It shall have peace and what kind 
of peace It will be when It eomes-a peace 


. In which a nation shall make shit I for 
Itself as It can. or a peace buttressed and 
uiipported by tho 
will and concert of 
the nations that have the purpose and the 
power to do and to enforce what Is rlulU. 
Politically. 
economically. 
socially. 
the 


world Is on the operating table, and It has 
not been possible to administer any anaes- 
thetic. 
It Is conscious. 
It even watches 
Ihe capital operation upon which It knows 
that Us hopes of healthful life depends. 
It cunnot think Us business out or make 
plans or jfflve Intelligent and provident di- 
rection to Us affairs while in suoh a case. 
"Where there Is no peace of mind there 
can be no energy In endeavor. 


Must Know Terms of Peace. 


There can be no conlidence in Indus- 
try, no calculable basis for credits, no 
confident buylnpr of systematic sellliiK. 
no certain prrspect of employment, no 
normal 
restoration 
of 
business. 
no 
bopeful attempt at reconstruction or a 
prop-'r reassembling of the dislocated 
elements of enterprise u n t i l peace has 
been established, rind, so far as may be. 
puarunteed. 
Our national life has no 


doubt been less radically disturbed and 
dismembered than the national life of 
other peoples whom the war more di- 
rectly artocl.'d. with all 
Itii terrible 


rnvafrlnjt and destructive force, but it 
lia.i been nevertheless profoundly :if- 


I fectert and disarranged, and our Indus- 
tries, our credits, our productive ca- 


pacity, our economic processeH are In- 
extricably Interwoven with thoa« of 
other nations and peoples—most Inti- 
mately of all with tho nations and poo- 
pics upon whom the chief burden ana 
contusion of the war 
fell and who 
are now most dependent upon the co- 
opcratlvq action of the world. 


Exports Greatest In History. 


We are Just now shipping more- goods 
out of our ports to foreign markets than 
we ever shipped before—not foodstuffs 
merely, but stuffs and materials of every 
sort- but this Is no Index of what our 
foreign sales will continue to be or or 
the effect the volume of our exports 
will have on supplies and prices. It Is 
Impossible yet to predict how far 
or 
how lone foreign 
purchasers 
will be 
able to find the money or the credit to 
pay for or sustain such purchases on 
such a scale; how soon or to what extent 
foreign manufacturers can resume their 
former production, foreign farmers get 
their accustomed crops from their own 
fields; foreign mines resume their former 
output, foreign merchants set up again 
their old machinery of trade with the 
ends of. the earth. All these things must 
remain uncertain until peace Is estab- 
lished and the nations of the world have 
concerted the methods by which normal 
life and Industry are to be restored. 


All that we ghall do In the mean- 


time to restrain profiteering1 and put 
the life of our people upon a tolerable 
footing will be makeshift and provi- 
sional. There can be no settled condi- 
tion here or slsewhere until the treaty 
of peace IB out of the way and the 
work of liquidating the war has be- 
come the chief concern of our f-overn- 
ment and ot the other governments of 
the world. 
Until then business will 


Inevitably re.maln speculative and sway 
now this wiir and again that, with 
heavy losses or heavy gains, as It may 
chance, and the consumer must take 
care of both the Rains o.nd the losses. 
There can b« no peace prices so long as 
our whole financial and economic sys- 
tem Is on a war basis. 


Europe Must Know Situation. 


"Europe will not, cannot recoup her 


capital or put her restless, distracted 
peoples to work until she knows exact- 
ly where she stands In -respect to 
peace; and what we-will do Is for her 
tho chief ciuoBtlon upon which her qui- 
etude of mind and confidence of pur- 
pose depends. 
While there Is any pos- 
ablllty that the peace terms may be 
changed or may be) held long- In abey- 
ance, or may not bo enforced because 
of divisions of opinion amons the pow- 
ers associated against Germany. It is 
Idle to look for permanent relief. 


Points Out Present Duty. 


But what we can do we should do. 


and should do at or.ce. And there is 
a. (treat deal that-we can do. provision- 
al though It be. Wheat shipments and 
credits to facilitate the purchase of our 
wheat can and will he limited nnd con- 
trolled In such a way as not to raise 
but rather to lower the price of flour 
hore. 
The government has the power, 


within certain limits, to regulate that. 
We cannot deny wheat to forfciprn peo- 
ples who are In dire need of It. and we 
do not wisli to do sn; hut. fortunately, 
though the wheat crop Is not what 
we hoped It would be, It Is abundant 
If handled with provident care. 
The 
price of wheat is lower In the United 
States than in Europe, and with proper 
management can be kept so. 


Immediate Relief Measurea 


• By 
way 
of Immediate relief, surplus 


stocks of both food and clothing in the 
hands of the government will be sold and 
of course sold at prices at which there 
Is no profit. And by way of a naore per- 
manent 
correction 
of 
prices 
surplus 


stocks In private hands will bo drawn out 
of storage and put upon the market. For- 
tunately under the lerrns of the food-con- 
trol act the hoarding of foodstuffs can 
bo checked and prevented, and they will 
be, with the greatest energy. 
Foodstuffs 


nan be drawn out of storage and sold by 
lecal action which the department of 
Justice will Institute wherever necessary; 
but as soon as the situation is systemati- 
cally dealt with It is not likely that tho 
courts will often have to be resorted to. 
Much of die accumulating of stocks has 
no doubt been due to the sort of .specu- 
lation which always results from uncer- 
tainty. 
Great surpluses wore accumu- 


lated because It was impossible to foresee 
what the market wotdd disclose and deal- 
ers were determined to be .ready for 
whatever might happen, as well as eager 
to reap- the 
full advantage of rising 
prices. They will now see the disadvan- 
tage, as well as the danger, of holding 
oft from the new process of distribution. 


Significant Facts Quoted. 


Some very interesting :and -significant 


fact-s with reteard to stocks on hand and 
the rise of prices In the (ace of abund- 
ance have been disclosed by tho Inquiries 
of the department of agriculture, the de- 
partment of labor and the federal trade 
commission. 
They soem to Justify the statement that 


In the case of many necessary commodi- 
ties effective means have been found to 
prevent the normal Operation of the law 
of supply and demand. 
It would serve as a useful example to 


tho other communities of this country, as 
well as greatly relieve local distress if the 
congress were to regulate all such mat- 
ters very fully for live District of Colum- 
bia, 
where Its legislative authority is 


without Hmit. 
Would Have Prices Plainly Marked. 
I would also recommend that it be 


reiiuirod that all goods destined for In- 
terstate commerce should in every case 
where their form or package makes It 
possible be plainly marked with the 
price at which they left the hands of 
the 
producer. 
Such a 
requirement 


would bear a close analogy to certain 
provisions of the pure food act. by which 
it la required that certain deta'lled in- 
formation be given on the labels of 
packages of foods and drugs. 
And it does not seem to me that we 
could 
co'nflne 
ourselves 
to 
detailed 


measures of this kind, if It is indeed 
our purpose to assume national control 
of the processes of distribution. 
I 


take It for granted that that Is our 
purpose and o-ur duty. 
Nothing less 


will sutllce. 
We need not hesitate to 
handle a national question in a na- 
tional way. 
We should go beyond the 
measures I have suggested. We should 
formulate a law requiring- a federal 
license of all corporations engaged in 
Interskate commerce and embodying in 
the license, or in the conditions under 
which it is to be Issued, speciilc regu- 
lations designed to secure competitive 
selling 
and 
prevent 
unconscionable 


profits In the method of marketing. 


Law Would Do Much. 


Suoh a taw would afford a welcome op- 
portunity to effect other much-needed re- 
forms in the business oC interstate ship- 
ment and in the methods of corporations 
which are engaged in It; but for the mo- 
ment I confine my recommendations to the 
object Immediately In hand, which Is to 
lower the cost of living. 
May I not add that there if a bill now 
pending beCoro the c-onsress which, if 
ptiSBCd. would do much to stop speculation 
ami to prevent the fradulcnt methods of 
promotion by which our people are an- 
nually fleeced of many millions of hard- 
earne'd money. 
I refer to the measure 


proposed by the capital iss-.ies committee 
for the control of security issues.. It is a 
measure formulated by men who know 
the aclual conditions of business, and its 
adoption would serve a great and bene- 
tlcent purpose. 
We are dealing, gentlemen of the con- 


gress, I.neefl harffly w, »1«Lvery critical 
and very difficult matter*. "We should go 
forward with confidence .along the roao 
we see, but we should a)BO .seek to coijn- 
prehond the whole of the 'scene. amidst 
which we act. ' There IB no ground for 
some of the fearful forecasts I hear .ut- 
tered about me. but the condition of the 
world Is unquestionably very grave ana 
we should face it comptehendlngly. Tne 
situation of our own country IB excep- 
tlonately fortunate. "We of all "peoples 
can afford to keep our heads and .to de- 
termine 
upon 
moderate ..and 
sensible 
courses of action which -will insure us 
against the passions and distempers which 
are working such deep flnhapplness for 
somo of the distressed 
nations on the 


other side of th'e sea. 
. 
• 
But we may be Involved In their dis- 
tresses unless we help, and help with en- 
ergy and intelligence. 
Disregarding the surplus stock In the 


hands of the government, there was a 
greater supply of foodstuffs In this coun- 
try on June 1 of this year than at the 
same date last year. In the combined to- 
tal of a number of the most important 
foods in dry and cold storage the excess 
Is quite 19 per cent. And yet prices have 
risen. 
.' - . 
. 
. • 
The supply of fresh eggs .on hand In 
June of this, year, for example, was 
greater by nearly 10 per cent than the 
supply, on hand at the same time last 
year, and yet the wholesale price of eggs 
was 40 cents a dozen, as against 30 cents 
a year ago. The stock of frozen fowls 
had increased more than 288 per cent, and 
yet the prices had risen also from 34% 
cents per pound to 3TO cents. The supply 
of creamery butter had Increased 129 per 
cent and the price from 41 to .53 cents per 
pound. The supply of salt beef had been 
augmented 3 per cent and. the price had 
gone up from »34 a barrel to }36 a barrel. 
Canned corn had Increased In stock near- 
ly 92 per cent and had remained sub- 
stantially the same In price. 


Few Price Drops Not Enough. 


In a few foodstuffs the prices had de- 


clined, but Ih nothing like the proportion 
In which the supply. Had'increased. 
For 


example, the stock of canned tomatoes 
had Increased' 102. per cent, and yet the 
price - had 
declined . only -25 cents • per 


dozen cans. 
In some cases there had 


been the usual result of an Increase of 
price following a decrease of supply, but 
In almost, every instance the Increase of 
price had been disproportionate to the 
decrease In stock. 


Law Department Active. 


The attorney general has been making 
a careful study of the situation as a 
whole and of the laws that can be ap- 
plied to better If .and is convinced that, 
under the stimulation and temptation of 
exceptional circumstances, combinations, 
of producers and combinations of traders 
havo been formed tor the control, of sup- 
plies and.-of prices .which are clearly in 
restraint of trade, and against these pros- 
ecutions will be promptly instituted and 
actively pushed- which will In 'all likeli- 
hood have a prompt corrective effect. 
There is reason to believe that the prices 
of leather, of coal, of lumber and of tex- 
tiles have been materially affected by 
forms of concert and co-operation among 
the producers and marketers of these and 
other universally necessary commodities 
whlvh It will be possible to redress. 
No 


watchful 
or energetic effort 
will 
be 
spared to accomplish this necessary re- 
sult. I trust that there will not be many 
cases In which prosecution will be neces- 
sary. Public action will no doubt cause 
many who have perhaps 
unwittingly 


adopted Illegal methods to abandon them 
promptly and of their own motion. 


Publicity Will Do Mu-ch. 


And publicity can accomplish a great 


deal. The purchaser can often take care 
of himself If he knows the facts and in- 
fluences he is dealing with, and purchas- 
ers are not disinclined to do anything, ei- 
ther singly or collectively, that may be 
necessary for their self-protection. 


The department of commerce, the 
department of agriculture, the depart- 
ment 01 labor and the federal trade 
commission can do a great deal toward 
supplying 
the 
public systematically 


anci at short intervals, with Informa- 
tion regarding the actual supply of 
particular commodities that is in ex- 
istence and available with regard to 
supplies which are in existence but. not 
with regard to the methods of price fix- 
ing which are being used by dealers in 
certain foodstuffs anci other necessities. 


Retailers in Part to Blame. 


There can be little doubt .that retail- 
ers are in part—-sometimes • In large 
part—responsible for exorbitant prices; 
and it is quite practicable for the gov- 
ernment through the agencies I have 
mentioned, to supply the public with 
full information as to the prices at 
which retailers buy and as to the costs 
of transportation they pay in order 
that it may be known just what mar- 
gin of profit they are demanding. Opin- 
ion and concerted action on the part of 
purchasers can probably do the rest. 


Congress Must Supply Funds. 


That is, these agencies may perform this' 
Indispensable service provided the con- 
gress will supply them with the neces- 
sury funds to prosecute their inquiries 
and keep their price lists up to date. 
Hitherto the appropriation committees of 
the house have not always. I fear, seen 
the full vx'.ue of these inquiries, and the 
departments and commissions have been 
very much straitened for means to ren- 
der this service. That adequate funds be 
provided by appropriation for this pur- 
pose, mid provided as promptly as pos- 
sible, is one of the means of greatly 
ameliorating the present distressing con- 
ditions of livelihood that I coma to urge, 
in this attempt to concert with you the 
best ways to serve the country in this 
emergency. 
It is or-e of the absolutely necessary 
means, underlying many others, and can 
be supplied at once. 
There are many otner ways. Existing 


law is inadequate. There are many per- 
fectly legitimate methods by which the 
government can exercise i restraint and 
guidance: 
I^et me urge. In the first place, that 
the present foodstuff control act should 
be extended both as to the period of time 
during whlcli it shall remain in operation 
and as to 'the commodities to which it 
shall apply. 
Its provision against hoarding should be 
made to apply not only to food but a.lso 
to feed stuffs, to fuel, to clothing, and to 
many other commodities which are In- 
disputably necessaries of 
life. 
As It 
stands now it IF limited in operation to 
the period of the war and becomes in- 
operative upon the -forma) proclamation 
of peace. But I should Judge that it was 
clearly within the constitutional power of 
the congress to make similar permanent 
provisions and regulations with regard to 
all goods destined for interstate com- 
merce and to exclude them from Inter- 
state shipment if the requirements of the 
law are not complied with. 
Sonic such regulation 'is Imperatively 


necessary. 
The abuses that have grown up in 
the manipulation of prices by the with- 
holding of foodstuffs and other necessaries 
of life'cannot otherwise be effectively pre- 
vented 
There can be no doubt of either 
thho necessity or tho legitimacy of such 
measures. 
May I not call attention to 
the fact also that, although the present 
act prohibits 'profiteerinc. the prohibition 
is accompanied by no penalty. It is clear- 
ly in the public interest that a penalty 
should be provided which will be persua- 
sive. 
It would materially add to the serv- 


iceability of the law, for the purpose we 
now have In view, if it were also pre- 
scribed that all goods released from stor- 


«Hre -for Interstate'••riitpment abbold' have 
plainly, "marked upon each package the 
•elllnjr' or market price at which they 
went; Into Btoiase. 
By this mean* the 
"purchaser wouid always be able to; learn 
what proflta stood .between him arid the. 
producer or the wholesale dealer. • 
The world must {pay for the appalling 
destruction -wrought by the great war. 
and/we are part of the world. We must 
pay our share." For five-years-now the In- 
dustry of aU-Europe, has been slack and 
disordered. 
The normal crops have not 
been produced; the normal quantity of 
manufactured good» has not been turned 
"out. ' > . . - " • ' • 
' 
• 
Not until-.there are - the usual crops 
and the usual production of manufactured 
goods on the.other side of the Atlantic 
can Europe return to the former condi- 
tions: and It was upon the former condi- 
tions, not the present, that our economic 
relations with Europe were built up. 
.We must.face the fact that unless we 
help Europe to get back to her normal 
life and production a chaos will ensue 
there which will inevitably be communi- 
cated to this country. For the present. It 
Is manifest, we murt quicken, not slacken, 
our own production. 
. ' - 


U. S. Must Hold World Steady. 


We, and we almost alone, now hold the 
world steady. Upon our steadfastness and 
self-possession depend the affairs of na- 
tions everywhere. It is in this supreme 
crisis—this crisis for all' mankind—that 
American must prove her niettle. 
In the presence of a world confused, dis- 
tracted, she must -show herself self-pos- 
sessed, self-contained, capable of sober 
and effective action. She saved Europe 
by her action in arms; she must now save 
it by her action iif peace. 
In saving Europe she will saye herself, 
as she did upon the battlefields of the 
war. , The calmness and capacity with 
which she deals with and masters the 
problems of peace will be the 
final'test 


antS proof of her place among the peoples 
of the world. 


And, 
if only In. our own interest, we 
'must help the people overseas. Europe is 
our'biggest customer. We must keep her 
going or thousands' of our shops and 
scores of our mines must close. There is 
no such thing as letting her go to ruin 
without ourselves sharing in.the disaster. 


Tn- such circumstances, face to face 


with such tests, passion must be discard- 
ed. 
Passion and a disregard for the 
rights of others have no .place In the 
counsels of a free people. We need light, 
not heat, in these solemn times of self- 
examination and saving action. 


Must Be No Threats. "' 


There must be no threats. T^et there Be 
only Intelligent counsel,-and let the best 
reasons 
win.- not the strongest 
brute 


force. The world has Just destroyed the 
arbitrary force of a military junta. 
It 


will live under no other. All that is ar- 
bitrary and coercive is in the discard. 
Those who seek to employ it only prepare 
their own destruction. 
We cannot hastily and overnight revo- 


lutionize all the processes of our eco- 
nomic life. We shall not attempt to do 
so. These are days of deep excitement 
and of extravagant speech, but with us 
these are things of the surface. 
Everyone who Is in real touch with the 
silent masses of our great people knows 
that the old strong fiber and steady self- 
control are still there, firm against vio- 
lence or any distempered action that 
would throw their affairs into confusion. 
I am sereneJy confident that they will 
readily find themselves, no. matter what 
tho circumstances, and that they will ad- 
dress themselves to the tasks of peace 
with the samje devotion a-nd the same 
stalwart preference for what is right that 
they displayed to tho admiration of the 
whole world in the midst of, war. 


Sinister Influences at Work. 


And I enter another confident hope. I 
have spoken today chiefly of measures 
of Imperative regulation and legal com- 
pulsion, of prosecutions and the sharp 
correction of selfish p}-ocesses; and these 
no doubt ar,e necessary. 
But there are other r'orces that we may 
count on besides those resident in the 
department of justice. 
We have just 


fully awakened to what has been going 
on and to the influences, many of them 
very selfish and sinister, that have been 
producing high prices and imposing an 
intolerable burden on the mass of our 
people. 
To have brought it all into the open 
will accomplish the greater part of the 
result we seek, 
i 
I appeal with entire confidence to 
our producers, our middlemen and our 
merchants to deal fairly with the peo- 
ple. 
It is their opportunity to show 
that they comprehend, that they in- 
tend to act justly, and that they have 
the public rnterest sincerely at heart.. 
And I have no doubt 'that house- 
keepers all over, the country, and ev- 
eryone who buys the things he daily 
stands in n«ed of will presently exer- 
cise 
a 
greater 
vigilance, a 
more 
thoughtful economy, a more discrimi- 
nating care as to the market'In which 
he buys or the merchant with whom 
he traded than he has hitherto exer- 
cised. 
Labor Must Consider. 


I believe, too, Uiat the more ex- 


treme leaders of organized labor will 
presently 
yield to a 
sober second 
thought, and like the great mass of 
their associates, think and act like 
true Americans. They will see that 
strikes undertaken at this critical time 
are certain to make matters worse, 
not better—worse • for them and 
for 


everybody else. 
The worst 
thing, the most 
fatal 


thing—that can be done now is to stop 
or interrupt production, or to interfere 
with the distribution of goods by the 
railways 
and 
the 
shipping • of 
the 


country. 
We are all involved 
in the dis- 
tressing results of the high cost of 
living and we must unite, not divide, 
to correct It. 
There are many . things that ought 
to be corrected In the relations be- 
tween capita) . and labor, in respect 
of wages -and conditions of labor and 
other things - even more far-reaching. 
and I, for one, am ready to go into 
conference about these matter 
with 
any groi'p of my fellow countrymen 
who know what they are talking about 
and are 
willing to remedy existing 
conditions by 
frank counsel rather 


than by violent contest. 


General Interest First. 


No remedy Is possible while men are. 


in a temper, and there can be no set- 
tlement which does not have as its 
motive and standard the general in- 
terest. 


Must All Work Together. 


Threats and undue insistence upWn 


the interest of a single class, make set- 
tlement impossible. 
I believe, as I 
have- hitherto had occasion to say to 
the congress, that the industry and life 
of our people and of the world will 
suffer irreparable damage if employers 
and workmen are to go on In a perpet- 
ual 
contest, 
as 
antagonists. 
They 
must, on one plan or another, be effec- 
tively associated. Have we not stead- 
iness and self-possession and business 
sense enough to work out that result? 


Tn the meantime—now and in the

Was to Die Poor. 


Lenox, Mass., Aug. 11.—Andrew Car- 


negie died at 
his summer 
home, 


^'Shadow Brook," here at 7 o'clock this 
morning. 
The cause of death was 


bronchial pneumonia. 


, Mr. Carnegie, who was 
eighty-four 


years old, had been under the constant 
care of physicians and nurses for sev- 
eral months. 


Mr. Carnegie was one of the world's 


richest men. His last ambition was to 
die "poor." He gave millions to Car- 
negie libraries and various charitable 
funds. 


Andrew Carnegie was born Novem- 


ber 25, 1835. at Dunfermline. Fifeshire, 
Scotland. In 1S4S he was brought to 
America by his parents, who settled 
in Pittsburgh, Pa. 


His first work was as a weaver's as- 


sistant in a cotton factory in Alle- 
gheny, Pa. 
In 1851 he took a more re- 


sponsible position as a messenger boy 
for the Ohio Telegraph company in 
Pittsburgh. 


During this time he learned teleg- 


raphy. Later ho entered the employ of 
the Pennsylvania railroad and became 
an operator. Here he advanced rapidly 
and soon was superintendent of the 
Pittsburgh division of tlie road. 


He joined Mr. Woodruff, inventor of 


the. sleeping car, in organizing the 
Woodruff Sleeping Car company. Here 
he gained the nucleus for his fortune. 
He began careful investments in oil 
hinds and increased his means. 


Then ihe Civil war came. Mr. Car- 


negie offerd 
his services and wns 


made superintendent of military rail- 
ways, and government telegraph lines ! 
in 'the East.

rhe steel industry and made him the 
steel king of the world, laying the 
foundation of his huge fortune.

cipal owner of the Homestead and Ed- 
gar Thompson Steel works and other 
large plants.

negie, Phipp & Co. and Carnegie Bros.

after exhaustive inquiry into the price 
of hide*, leather and shoes, is report- 
ing to congress that the larger packers 
control 
the hide supply and 
have 


taken excessive profits sind piissed in- 
creased costs to subsequent steps in 
manufacture and distribution ; that the 
tanner lias falcon exceptional profits; 
that the manufacturer of shoes has 
taken unusual margins, caul the prices 


charged by the retailer are not justi- 
fiable, each factor in the industry ad- 
ding to the burden be had to bear be- 
fore he passed.it on to the next." 


Moans for reducing the present high 


prices are recommended by the com- 
mission in this paragraph: 


"Some relief from the Intolerable 


prices paid by consumers for shoes 
mayNje had by (11 a rigid enforce- 
ment of the laws against monopolistic 
control of commodities, (2) legislation 
forbidding producers of hides engag- 
ing in trie tanning business." 


How Food Prices Have Risen. 


Washington.—Families of 25 cities 


of the country paid 1C per cent more 
in .Tune for 22 standard articles of food 
than the average in 1018. according Vo 
figures made public by the department 
of labor. The average cost of tlie same 
foods per family in 101S was 67 per 
cent more thaji in 1913. The cost per 
family in cities for. 1913 is given as 
$324.' fn June. 1010, jt had risen to 
$623, an increase of a little more than 
92 per cent.

Urges Speedy Ratification. 


Making a pica t'oi i at Ideal km of the 


treaty that the world might he tinned 
wholly back to a peace basis, the pres- 
ident ;sald he saw no reasonable ob- 
jection to the Hcnale expressing Its In- 
terpretation of the League of Nations 
covenant sn long as thosu liiluipietn- 
tlons did not actually becouiu pint of 
the act of ratHlcntlon. 


If Interpretations were part of the 


formal ratification, the piesldent con- 
tended, long delays would follow, as 
other governments, would have to "ac- 
cept In effect thu language of tho sen- 
ate as the language of the ttualy be- 
fore' ratlllcntlon would be complete." 
Most of the Inlet pietatlons, the presi- 
dent said, seemed to him to suggest 
tho "plain meaning of thu Instrument 
Itself." 


Must Get U. S. Consent. 


The much-discussed article ten, the 


president told the senators, was not of 
doubtful interpretation when read In 
connection with the whole covenant. 
The council, he said, could only "ad- 
vise," and as its action must be unani- 
mous, (iu> afllimntlvc vole of the Unit- 
ed Stall's would be necessary for any 
question affecting II, 


Article sixteen, tho piesldonl said, 


provided that where there Is a dispute 
found to be solely within the Jurisdic- 
tion of one of the parties, under Inter- 
national law, the league council shall 
so report and make no recommenda- 
tion for Its settlement. Immigration, 
tariffs and the like, the president said, 
clearly eaino under that provision. 


The plan for tho league, finally sub- 


mitted In Paris, the president said, had 
been built up first from a plan drawn 
by n British committee headed by a 
Mr. Phllllmore and later Included Ideas 
from a plan drawn by General Smuts 
From 
the-so and other 
discussions, 


coupled with tho president's, own Ideas, 
the league plan was made. 


Own Redraft Not Submitted,

Tho track also runs over the bead of 
tho stalls, which makes tho feeding of 
the stock easy, nnd extends around the 
building over the sheep feeding racks. 
The plan of tho floor shows the. plac- 
ing of tho stalls, tho sheep feed 
racks nnd tho overhead currier system. 


Tho feed racks are movable nnd can 


bo constructed by the carpenters who 
build the bnrn. While they are placed 
under the carrier track for conven- 
ience, they can bo transferred out 
doors, In good weather and taken luto 
tho bnrn In bad.

teen horses or cattle nnd provide 
them with tho comforts that theso 
animals need to do their best work, 
or to bo at the highest state of pro- 
ductivity, Tho windows admit plenty 
of sunshine nnd keep fresh air cir- 
culating through tho bnrn.

Nature of Gas Warfare.

Gas Is not as deadly n weapon 
as other approved weapons ol war, 
but II an enemy Is unprepared to 
meet gas attacks he will be put out ol 
tho conflict until preparation can bo

Is using It Is certain to win Its vic- 
tory unless preparation can bo made 
quickly. 


British, French and American au- 


thorities say that with the develop- 
ulcnt of gas warfare to Its present 
condition It will be Impossible to pre- 
pare quickly against an attack of the 
enemy who Is fully equipped with the 
modern offensive gns appliances. The 
reason the British wero able to pro- 
pore'In 1015 Is that the first gases 
used were not as effective as those 
which later were manufactured. With 
gas as 
It Is today the army which 


has it can defeat out ot band any 
other army which may confront It, no 
mailer what its slue—at least so runs 
the opinion of military experts In 
Washington. 


Congress, It seems, came to tho con- 


clusion before It .sanctioned the con- 
tinuation 
of the chemical 
warfare 


service thnt If any line of chemical 
Industry Is probed It will bo found 
that It has a war application as well 
as a peace application. 


The action of congress makes It 


clear that II believes thnt tbe chem- 
ical warfare service/vlll go band In 
hand with the efforts to develop a 
nitrate supply for Ibis country, to de- 
velop the dyesluff and acetylene In- 
dustries ngnlnst hurtful foreign com- 
petition.

nations because oi1 the high-linntlod treatment ac- 
corded to foreign interests in the Mexican repub- 
lic.Also It appears that olttier C'arran-'.a must come 
to'terms with tho United St.'ites anil the allies 
with acceptable guarantees that Mexico will mec-l 


lu;r obligations to these countries, or the revolu- 
tionists will shake him from power.

The British government is demanding adequate 


protection for British subjects and property In 
Mexico. Including specifically the oil wells the Brit- 
ish !iovenr.nent recently has purchased from Brit- 
ish corporations, and also i« demanding reparation 
for tho destruction of British lives and property. 


Tho French government Is making similar de- 


mands and in addition Insists that • Carrnnza pay 
the interest on the $30,000,000 Huerta loan, which 
was floated In France but which has been repudi- 
ated by the present Mesici.r. government. 


The §30.000,000 loan constitutes the difference 


between the amount of the Mexican external debt, 
,«s estimated by T. W. Osterhold at 9173,469,007 
and the figures given today by the Mexican gov- 
ernment, which are $143,^72,125.

Valuable Waste Reclaimed. 


By the use of a volatile solvent, the 


United States forest products labora- 
tory has succeeded in economically re- 
claiming the oils nnd pnrafiin 
from 


waste wax paper, leaving the pulp In 
condition for use anew. 
Extraction 


by steam and hot water was unsat- 
isfactory, and failed to 
remove all 


wax and oils, while the cost was too 
groat. 
Though this new.field of op- 


eration 
Is small, the products are 


valuable. The entire waste for treat- 
ment now includes about enough from 
wax paper mills to support one cen- 
tral recovery plant, but the quantity 
Is likely to increase rapidly, with tbe 
prospect that other plants in various 
places will be required ere long. 


Mine Produces Sand and Coal. 


A mining plant that produces both 


coal and sand is. according to a writer 
In the Scientific American, located hi 
Ohio. Tills unique mine covers about 
150 acres. 
The .surface stratum Is 


high-grade molding sand and has an 
average depth of about nine feet.- It 
Is deposited on a bed of shale about 
five feet in thickness and under this 
is a seam of excellent coal averaging 
from four to five feet. A considerable 
tonnage of coal also has been mined. 
As the shale 'stratum is uncovered by 
the removal-of the sand, steam shovels 
will be utilized to strip tho shnlj, 
thereby exposing the seam of coal, 
vi-bich will be mined in the open.

by vicious practices which ought Imme- 
diately to bo chocked by law.

haves tlio power and that it c-an by vltjoi- 
ous public action be i;[t;.Uly llchtennd and 
made to uquuro with the actual condltlonu 
of supply and demand. 


Profiteers Lawbreakers. 


Some of the methods by which those 
prices aro produced Hie already Illegal, 
some oC them criminal, and 
tliOHO who 


employ thorn will be onmtfotlcally pro- 
ceeded siKaliisl, Hut otlioi.i have not yet 
been brotiKht undesr the law, and Hhciuld 
be dealt with at onc'c by legislation. 


I need not rcclto tho particulars of thl» 


critical matter, the prlcou demanded and 
paid at tho uources of supply, at tho fac- 
tory. In the food markets, at tho uhopu, 
In the restaurants and hotels, alike in the 
city and In tho vlllnue. 


They are familiar to you. They are the

greater supply of foodstuffs In this coun- 
try on Juno 1 of thin year than at tho 
same date last year. In tho combined to- 
tal of a number of tho most Important 
foods In dry and cold storage tho excess 
Is quite IB por cent. And yot prices have 
risen, 


Tho supply of fresh eggs on band in 


June of this year, for example, was 
greater by nearly JO por cent than the 
supply on hand at the same time last 
year, and yet the wholesale prlco of eggs 
was 40 cents a dozen, as against 30 cents 
a year ago. 
The stock of frozen fowls 


had Increased more than 2118 per cent, and 
yet tho prices had risen also from IMH 
cents per pound to 37W cents, Tho supply 
of creamery butter had Increased 120 per 
cent and the prlco from n to E3 cents per 
pound. The supply of salt beef had been 
augmented i por cent and, the price had 
gone up from |34 a barrel to J3II a barrel. 
Canned corn had Increased In stock near- 
ly 92 per cent and had romalried sub- 
stantially the same In price 


Few Price Drops Net Enough, 


In a few foodstuffs 'he prices had de- 


clined, but Ih nothing like tho proportion 
In which tho supply had Increased, 
For 


oxampla, the stock of canned tomatoes 
hnd Increased 102 por cent, and yot tho 
prlco hud declined only 25 cents por 
dozen cans. 
In some cases thoro had 


been tho usual result of an Increase of 
prlco following a doooaso of supply, but 
In almost every Instance tho Increase of 
prlco had boon disproportionate to tho 
decrease In stock, 


Law Department Active. 


Tho attorney general has been making 


a camlul study of tho situation as a 
whole and of tho laws that can bo ap- 
plied to bolter It and Is convinced that, 
under tho stimulation and temptation ot 
exceptional circumstances, combinations 
of pioducors and combinations of traders 
have boon formed toi the control of sup- 
pllos and of prices which are cle.uly In 
restraint of tiado, nnd against those pros- 
ecutions will be promptly Instituted nnd 
actively pusliod which will In all likeli- 
hood havo a prompt conectlvo effect. 
Thoro is reason to bollovo that tho prices 
of leather, of coal, of lumber and of tex- 
tiles have boon materially aflectod by 
forms of concert and co-operation among 
the producers and marketers of these and 
othor universally necessary commodities 
whlvh It will be poshlblo to redress

Was to Die Poor. 


Lenox, Mass., Aug. 11.—Andrew Car- 


negie died at his summer 
home, 


'•"Shadow Brook," here at 7 o'clock tills 
morning. 
The cause of death was 


bronchial pneumonia. 
, Mr. Carnegie, who was eighty-four 
years old, hud been under the constant 
care of physicians and nurses for sev- 
eral mejnths, 


Mr. Carnoglo was one of the world's 


richest men. Ills last ambliion was to 
die "poor," lie gave millions to Car- 
negie libraries and various charitable 
funds. 


Andrew Carnegie was born Novem- 


ber 213, 1SbT>, at Diinfermllno, Vil'eshlre, 
Scotland, In 1S48 he was brought to 
America by Ills parents, who settled 
In Pittsburgh, I'a, 


Ills first work was as a weaver's as- 


sistant In n cotton factory in Alle'- 
ghcny, I'a. 
In 1851 he took a more re- 


sponsible position as a messenger boy 
for Iho Ohio Telegraph ceinipany In 
Pittsburgh. 


During this time he learned telog- 


rnphy. Later lie entered Iho employ of 
the Pennsylvania railroad nnd became

He Joined Mr. Woodruff, Inventor of 


tho, .sleeping car, In organising the 
Woodruff Sli-oplng Car company. Here 
ho gained the nucleus for his fortune, 
He began careful Investments In oil 
lands and Increased his means.
